and grieves, the Scotch Epiſcopal Church has 
been ſo long oppreſſed, and is now to be totally

. iinking Monarchy and dying Epiſcopacy. 
Says, That Epiſcopacy and Monarchy are as old as Chriſt 
and the Creation, ans Inſtituted by our Creator and Redeemer ; 
and that therefore, both Piety and Prudence obliges us to adhere 
to thoſe divine Inſtitutions, unleſs we can mend the Works of 


our Maker, or be more merciful to Mankind than our 
Redeemer. 


CHAP. I. Of aur Conſtitution. 
1. every Government there muſt neceſſarily be ſome Obes 
dience due from the Subjects to the Governors; what that 

bedience ſo due from Subjects is, the Laws of every Govern. 
ment muſt determine. 

The Exgliſ Government hath long been that of an Here - 
ditary Monarchy, | 

Both the Laws of the Land and Homilies of the Church 
declare it unlawful to reſiſt the King on any Pretence what- 
ſoever. . 

That Doctrine is neither inconſiſtent with the Rights of Par- 
ſiament, or Liberties and Properties of the People. 

It is a Maxim of Law, and agreeable to common Juſtice, 
That no length of Time ſhall bar the King of his Right 

nullum tempus occurit Regi. 

It is alſo a Maxim of Law——The King can do no Wrong. 
The Reaſon is, his Miniſters are anſwerable to the Publick. 
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' The Revolution is generally thought, and at Dr. Sache- 
wercÞts Trial, was own'd, not to be confilent with the Laws 
and Oaths then in being. A 

That if the then Subjefts could be freed from the then 
Laws and Oaths, on account of the King's Mildemeanor, they 
cert inly may be now freed from all Oaths and Obligarions to 
later Kings, if guilty of like Miidemeano s, or of breaking 
the A# of Settlement ; by which only they claim the 
Crown, 

CHAP. II. Of Allegiance. 
E tells us, from Lord Cate, That, 

* Legeance is true and faithful Obedience cf the Sub 
* ject due to his Sovereign, and inſeparable to every Subject, 
* for he oweth it by Bi:taright, and it is due by the Law of 
is Nature, which is Part of the Laws of England, and is m- 
* mutable, and cannot be Changed ; and due o the Natural 
* Perſon of the King, and is not due to the Poli ick Capacity 
only, that is, to the Crown or Kingdom, diſtintt from his 
* natural Capacity. 

This is agreeable to the antient and modern Laws and 
Lawyers, and che late executing the Seamen taken in ihe 
Spaniſh Ships, who were not charg'd with endeavouring to 
bring in the Pretender, ſhows the Senſe of the preſent Lawyers. 

That this Allegiance cannot be transferred by the People, or 
Houſe of Commons choſe by them; for then it might be 
transferred every Hour and if it follows Succeſs, Oliwer and 
K. William, and every Poſſeſſor has equal Right to it. 


CHAP. III. Of Religion. 
Hat Religion was intended to promote Purity and Piety, 
not to invade the Temporal Rights of Subjects or Sove- 
reigns That the Apoſtles and Primitive Chriſtians, never 
took Arms for their Religion, tho' their Governors were often 
Perſecutors, Tyrants and Idolaters. | 
That the Papiſts and Presbyterians have taught and practiſed 
the wicked Doctrine of Depoſing Kings, on account of their 
Religion; but that the Church of Eng/and deteſts and abhors it, 
and the State in the preſent Oaths, condemns it as impious, 
heretical, and damnable. | 
That this Principle would occaſion perpetual Wars and Con- 
fuſions, fince every different Sect and Religion muſt then mu- 
tually fight againſt and depoſe each other; the Proteſtant the 
Papiſt, the Papiſt the Proteſtant, the Mah;metarn both, and the 
Inhdel All. 
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CHAP. IV. Of Oath. 
1 Ays, Oath: ought to be lawful as to the ſubject Matter, 
and generally to be taken in the known Senſe of the 
Impoſers. 

That the Oaths taken before the Revolution, were intended to 
bind the Takers and their Heirs, to the King and his Heirs. 

That neither the People ſeparately, or collectively, can 
diſcharge Subjects from the Obligation of lawful Oaths. 

That if the then Subjects could be freed from thoſe Oaths, 
the preſent may from like Oaths taken to a Government, when 
in the ſame Circumſtance. 

An unlawful Oath binds to nothing but Repentance. 

* Forno Oath, which is the Law of ' Man, ought to be per- 
formed, when the ſame tendeth to Suppreſſion of Truth and 
* Right; which is againſt the Law of God.” 


CHAP. V. Of our Intereſts.

Conſtitution by the Union; the loſing infinite Lives, and ſpendin 
above 400 Millions of Money, and contract ing an immenſe 
Debt for the Intereſt of Foreigners, and to the Prejudice of 
our Na ion and Trade, gives a Sketch of the Reigns of King 
Charles and K. Jane Il. and of our true national Intereſt, and 
concludes with a Remark of the excellent Pufendorf; Com- 
* mon Reaſon tells us, That no Natioa that has the Power. of 
* eleCiing a Prince, ought to chuſe ſuch a one who is poſſeſſed 
* belore of a conſiderable Hereditary Eſtate, ſo that he may 
* think it his Intereſt to take moreCare of that than of his 

* Elective Kingdom.”
